TOUR DE-PEILZ, AND GRANDUATED FROM THE COMMERCIAL 
AND ADMINISTRATIVE HIGH SCHOOL IN LAUSANNE. HAS TAKEN 
SEVERAL EVENING AND CORRESPONDENCE COURSES IN MARKETING, 
PSYCHOLOGY, ENGLISH, GERMAN, INTERPRETING, AND INTER- 
NATIONAL RELATIONS, AS WELL AS FSI CORRESPONDENCE COURSE 
FOR COMMERCIAL FSL’S (CERTIFICATE FEBRUARY 1971). ALSO 
PARTICIPATED IN EUROPEAN TRAINING PROGRAM FOR COMMERCIAL 
FSL'S HELD IN ROME IN 1971. FLUENT IN ENGLISH, FRENCH 

AND GERMAN. 
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3. HAS BEEN WITH EMBASSY BERN FOR TEN YEARS. BEGAN AS JUNIOR 
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ECONOMIC REPORTER, PROMOTED IN 1966, AND TO PRESENT 
LEVEL IN 1972. SEVEN YEARS WORKING EXPERIENCE IN VARIOUS 
SWISS FIRMS AND ONE YEAR'S EXPERIENCE IN UK PRIOR TO 
JOINING EMBASSY STAFF. PRESENT DUTIES AT EMBASSY INCLUDE 
DEVELOPMENT OF TRADE AND INVESTMENT OPPORTUNITIES; HANDLING 
OF BUSINESS INQUIRIES, VISITORS AND DISPUTES; PROMOTING U.S. 
EXHIBITIONS IN EUROPE AND ATTENDANCE BY SWISS IN U.S. 

TRADE FAIRS; ETC. 

4. AREAS OF PARTICULAR INTEREST ARE ELECTRONICS; INTEGRATED 
CIRCUIT APPLICATIONS IN THE WATCH INDUSTRY; EDP AND DATA 
COMMUNICATIONS; HEALTH INDUSTRY AND BIO-ELECTRONIC 
EQUIPMENT; AUTOMATION EQUIPMENT AND INDUSTRIAL PROCESS 
CONTROLS; PACKAGING; SECURITY EQUIPMENT. WOULD BE 
PARTICULARLY INTERESTED IN VISITS IN NEW ENGLAND 
(INSTRUMENTATION; ELECTRONICS: POPULAR SITE FOR SWISS 
INVESTORS); CALIFORNIA (ELECTRONICS); ILLINOIS/MICHIGAN 
(GENERAL INTEREST); TEXAS (INSTRUMENTS AND ELECTRONICS). 

WE HASTEN TO POINT OUT, HOWEVER, THAT IN THIS POST'S

IN DEVELOPING CONTACTS AMONG TRADE ASSOCIATIONS TRADE 
PUBLICATIONS . AND SWISS BUSINESS FIRMS. 

7. HE ALSO DESERVES HIGH MARKS FOR THE AMOUNT OF WORK HE 
TURNS OUT. HE IS ABSOLUTELY UNBEATABLE IN TERMS OF 
PRODUCTIVITY - NOT ONLY QUANTITY, BUT THE QUALITY OF THE
